Bowen played with its usual 
viperish vim, and dest$ved to win 
but the unorthodox style of the 
“ Silents” made them a constant 
menace. Led by Baugh, acclaimed 
the best half-back seen on local high 
school fields this year, they 
worked a triple threat from punt 
formation almost exclusively. With 
fourth down and five yards to go 
Baugh, the deaf negro, repeatedly 
succeeded in running the ends or 
forward passing for the necessary 
yardage. Once, with clear field for 
a tduchdown, he was only brought 
to earth by a flying tackle by 
Freudenthal, who is the crack 
sprinter of the Bowen track team 

The ' “ Silent”—they dislike being 
styled "dummies” since populariza 
tion of the Hollywood phrase 
" beautiful hut dumb”—started out 
to make the game a field parade 
but intercepted passes and fumbles 
enabled Bowen to effectually silence 
the batteries. The work of Diefen 
dorf, Bowen's 200-pound center, was 
sc i n t i 11 a t i ti g. —Herald /ix a m in er 
Oct. 31. 


As the foregoing indicates, the 
deaf lads lost. F’umbles near their 
goal line tell the tale.

50,000 spectators—the same one 
where the Army-Navy play this 
month. 

The game represented a deficit for 
Bowen, so no further games with the 
deaf can be looked for here, I fear.
